Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C.

I. Claims 1-9, drawn to a method of making a heat exchanger, 
classified in class 427, subclass 337. 

II. Claims 10-20, drawn to a heat exchanger, classified in class 165, 
subclass 133. 

The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following 
reasons: 

Inventions I and II are related as process of making and product made. 
The inventions are distinct if either or both of the following can be shown: (1) 
that the process as claimed can be used to make other and materially different 
product or (2) that the product as claimed can be made by another and 
materially different process (MPEP § 806.05(f)). In the instant case the product 
as claimed can be made by another and materially different process, such as 
one in which the oxidized layer is not produced in situ (coating with cupric 
oxide, for example). 

Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and 
have acquired a separate status in the art as shown by their different 
classification, restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper.

This application contains claims directed to the following patentably 
distinct species of the claimed invention: There are three claimed species of 
coatings (cupric oxide alone, magnetite alone, or both applied to opposite sides 
of a surface), and two species of heat exchanger material (steel alloy, metal- 
coated steel).
